First is the school system, equal to 
any in the world. But the school- 
house is painfully conspicuous by its 
absence. In 1915 I spent from early 
spring to November 1st trav^blling 
among the American farmers, report¬ 
ing crop conditions. I travelled at 
least 4,000 mifas by rail auto and 
otherwise, and in all that time I could 
. hand all 

the counli-y school-houses in .sight. ' 

There are no country school-houses 
in w^jestern Canada. 

With one exception, the settlement 
around the post office of Dina, Alberta 
is mostly of Norwegians engaged in 
dairying and mi.fed farming. All 
Americans that I talked with would 
be in the United States if they had- 
anything to get back with after spend¬ 
ing from six to eight years in west 
Canada farming. 

And I ifeard reliable business men 
say that many occupants of the ready 
made farms in the, irrigated districts 
were obliged to move in the night.

CHAUVIN STOCK SHIPMENTS 

The local U.G.G. elevator shipped 
2 cars of cattle to Edmonton last week 
a,nd a car of 88 hogs on Feb. 10th^ the 
cattle netted the owners $3350, an ev- 
erage of $124.10 each, while the car of 
hogs brought $2496.00 . 

These shipments mark the beginning 
of the Company’s new method of 
handling the farmer? hogs and live 
stock. 

In the pa.st, fTicir local ag’ents have 
been buying hogs, but in future, these 
like the cattle, will be handled on the 
co-operative or consignment plan. 

The method is, in the case of cattle 
to mark each farmer’s stock so that 
it will be readily identified at the oth¬ 
er end. In this way a number of 
farmers can have their cattle in the 
same car and the man with one steer 
can ship as cheap as his neighbour 
who may have ten or twenty head. 

In the case of hogs, they are graded 
at the point of shipment and the own¬ 
er is paid according to grade. Less of 
course freight etc. 

The car of hogs mentioned above 
may be. taken for an example of what 
this method means to the farmer. 
They sold in Edmonton for 15 3-4 cts: 
per lb, and netted the owners 15 cts. 
here,

DEVELOPEMENT OF STOCK 

INDUSTRY IN ALBERTA 

BY W. F. STEVENS, 

LIVE STOCK CCOMMISSIONER \ 
The activities of the Live Stock 
Branch of the Alberta Department of 
Agriculture have been and still are di¬ 
rected along two geiferal lines—educa¬ 
tional and direct assistanop. 

The educational work of this Branch 
comprises instruction as to the neces¬ 
sity of growing live- stock of som^e 
kind, the class of stock best suited to 
particular districts, the importance of 
using good sires and the proper meth¬ 
ods of feeding and housing in order to 
secure th^j desired results. 

This Branch recognizes the futility 
of a “flat” system of live stock educa¬ 
tion. For this reason it emphasizes 
the advantages to be d>jrive.d from 
keeping a flock of sheep on a grain 
farm in the semi-arid districts and 
puts the “soft pedal” on dairying and 
swine growing. In the long grass

country, it directs attention to the 
importance of dairying and swine 
growing and says less about wool pro¬ 
duction. By this means it is able to 
prevent a waste of energy and loss of 
time and money that must result from 
an attlLmpt to. pursue a line of pro¬ 
duction to which a district is not suit¬ 
ed. This work is furthered by the ag¬ 
ricultural schools, and the short course 
schools that are put on by the Fairs 
and Institutes Branci*. 

Under the heading of direct assist¬ 
ance ai^j included furthering the es- 
tablishijig of open competitive live 
movement of live stock to these ma^jj^- 
stock markets; advice ad aid in the 
kets; guaranteeing loans to settlers 
for the purchase of live stock; and the 
e^jcuring of conditions under which 
stock raising can be carried on more 
successfully than is possible att he 
present time. 

The Alberta Live Stock Branch be- 
li^jves that just as a keen and healthy 
appetite depends on the absence of any 
suggestion of constipation, so a thriv¬ 
ing live stock business requires a free 
and untramnrjslled marketing system. 
It believes that unnecessary delays in 
transit and the absence of competition 
at marketing centres tend to negative 
the work of promotion. For this reas¬ 
on it has devoted and still devotes a 
great deal of attention to assisting 
shipp^ers in securing a proper service 
at the hands of transportation com¬ 
panies and it has always identified it¬ 
self with every movement looking to¬ 
ward the establishment of frelj and 
open live stock markets.. It does not 
undertake to ship and sell for the 
farm» 2 r, but it does undertake to assist 
farmers by suggestion, advice and per-

onal intercession with railway officials 
in their effort at shipping and sell 
ing for themselves and to protect them 
against interference on the part of 
those who are interested in discour- 
Under the Live Stock Encouragement 
Act of Alberta, loans aggregating half 
a million dolars were made to settlers 
in 1917 on the guarantee of the pro¬ 
vince. A similar amount was guaran¬ 
teed in the year 1918. 

With a view to expanding the stock 
growing business of this province, the 
Live Stock Branch has, for a number 
of years, been directing attention to 
three important facts, namely the in- 
sufficiency of the quarter section farm 
for mixed farming purposes • the im¬ 
possibility o^ marketing farm products 
at a greater distance than thirty miles 
from a line of railway,and the^/advan- 
tages that would result from such an 
administration of remote areas as 
would result in specialized and sys¬ 
tematic live stock production. 

The settler whose operations are re¬ 
stricted to 160 acres can never become 
a stock grower of consequence be¬ 
cause he will need to harvest at least 
100 acres of crop each year to main¬ 


tain his equipment. He will require 
to summerfallow 40 acres each yeai i 
and the remaining 20 acres will be 
needed to supply pasture for his work 
horses and a family cow. So long a'S 
he can pasture a few head of stocT: on 
unoccupied land in the vicinity he can 
gel along, but just as soon as this is 
taken, he is done so f^.r as stock grow- 
iiig /*s concerned. If he is able to own 
a bi.ll at all, it will in most oa-e.s be 
a cheap one, and that means that it 
will as a rule be either a grade or a 
scrub pure bred. In either case what 
little stock he produces is likely to be 
below par. Hence some system is 
necessary whereby settlers can acquire 
at least one half section of land in 
order that they may be able to main¬ 
tain enough cows to justify them in 
purchasing a good bull. When they 
can do that they can become pro¬ 
ducers of more live stock and in most 
cases will become producers of better 
live stock. 

At a conservative estimate there are 
50 000 sections of land lying more than 
30 miles from a line of railway in 
porthern Alberta yet within the limits 
of possible live stock production. It 


will produce on an average 'at least 
eight mature cattle per year on each 
section, which at 25 per cent less than 
present prices would make a total of 
thirty million dollars worth of beef 
per year from lands which now yield 
practically nothing. There are thous-: 
ands of small stockmen in the Inter- 
Mountain states who are eagerly look¬ 
ing for just such propositions. They 
understand growing live stock under 
the conditions existing here and have 
exactly the kind of cattle that are 
suited to these conditions to ;stock 
up with. What they ask for is the 
use of an area sufficiently large to 
make possible carrying on operations 
at long distances from a railway; a 
tenure to last until transportation 
facilities are brought within thirty 
miles of them, and the right to ac¬ 
quire at a fixed price an area suffici¬ 
ently large to maintain buildings that 
they must erect in order to operate 
as stockmen. 

What is wanting is a system permit¬ 
ting the use of what is now going 
to waste. The Alberta Live Stock 
Branch is directing attention to the 
need of such a system.

{IJ^Efiiployment Offices. 

So that everyone—male or 
female, soldier or civilian—can 
get quickly such jobs as are 
available the Government is co¬ 
operating with the Provinces in 
establishing a chain of Public 
Employment Offices. Employ¬ 
ers are being urged to make use 
of these offices to secure any 
help they need. Farmers, for 
example, who need hired men 
.should apply to the nearest 
office. There will be a Public 
Employment Office in every 
town of 10,000 people—and 
wherever the need for one exists. 
There will be 60 different offices 
in all—one-half are already in 
operation. 

{2) Employment Opportunities. 

The war held up much work 
that will now be carried on at 
once. Public works, sliipbuild- 
ing, roadbuilding, railway work 
—construction of bridges, im¬ 
provement of road-bed, making 
of new equipment—these will 
provide new opportunities for 
employment. In addition, the 
Government has sent a Trade 
Mission overseas to secure for 
Canada a share in the business of 
providing materials and pro¬ 
ducts required for reconstruc¬ 
tion work in Europe. It has also 



$25,000,000 tobe loaned through 
the Provinces'to encourage the 
building of workmen’s houses. 

This will mean much new work 
in the spring. 

{3) Land and Loans for Soldiers 

To help soldiers become far¬ 
mers the Government has de¬ 
veloped a programme that 
includes the providing of land, 
the granting of loans, and the 
training and supervision of 
those inexperienced in farming. 

At present, the soldier is grant¬ 
ed, free, in addition to his or¬ 
dinary homestead right, one 
quarter-section of Dominion 
lands. He also receives a loan 
up to the maximum of $2,500. 

These original plans are now 
being broadened. If Parliament 
passes the new proposals during 
this session, the Soldier Settle¬ 
ment Board will be able to buy 
suitable land and re-sell it to 
the soldier at cost. 

Land up to the value of 
$5,000 may be bought by this 
plan—the money to be repaid 
in 20 years. The low interest 
rate of 5 per cent, will be 
charged. These new proposals 
will also permit the Soldier 
Settlement Board to loan the 
soldier-farmer up to $2,500 for 
purchasing equipment, etc., in 
addition to $5,000 loan on his 
farm.
